The end of the, 


first day' found the British behind 
the St. Quontin canal. Friday morn- 
ing the 'enemy renewed his assault 
with increasing vigor and, after des- 
perate fighting in the region of La 
Fere, succeeded in getting across to 
the British side.

The bonds will be in denominations 
from $500 to $1000 and the first 
allottment of $1,000,000 will fall duo 
in 1923. .The same r.mount will fall 
due each year until'1932. 


The probabilities are that while 


these bonds will be issued within a 
short time they will not be placed 
on sale until early 
in September. 


At the present time there is plenty 
of money-in the treasury to carry 
affairs along. The tax money from 
the different counties has been com- 
ing in rapidly the last three weeks 
and there is a large balance in th? 
general'fund. But early in Septem- 
ber it js expected that the fund will 
be so low as to require the sale of 
bonds. 
. 
To take care of this matter, how- 


ever, the state treasurer will have 
full arrangements made 
long be- 


fore that time for the sale of the 
bonds so that they can be disposed 
of within a few dsy's notice. The 
state bonds of Wisconsin bear an 
interest rate of 4Vi per cent. 
The 


interest is payable oemi-annually at 
the office of the state treasurer.
